PRESENT STATE OF THE BALTIMORE 
AND OHIO RAIL ROAD. 

The city division extending from Pratt street to 
the corner stone, is ready for the reception of the 
rails, with the exception of a trifling remnant of 
digging, which may be finished in a week ; some of 
the rails will be laid here next week. ‘The first di- 
vision which extends from the corner stone to Elli- 
cott’s (12 miles) is divided into twenty six sections, 
thirteen of which are ready for the rails. The 
other thirteen sections will be finished in two or 
three weeks, with the exception of the embankment 
at Gadsby’s Run, and the bridges over Gwinn’s Falls 
and the Patapsco. Itis supposed, that the bridge 
over Gwinn’s Falls will be sufficiently prepared for 
the placing of the rails by the Ist of Nov. The deep 
cut will be done in about two weeks and it is expected 
that the rails may be laid in a continuous line from the 
city to Gadsby’s Run, by the first of November 
The most active exertions are making to finish the 
immense embankment at the latter place at a very 
early period; but as it will require some time for the 
earth to settle, the plan of a continuous line of rail- 
way from Baltimore to Ellicott’s will probably be 
suspended till the first of December. The bridge 
atthe Patapsco on the 2\st section, will be ready 
for the rails on the first of December. 

The second division which includes the twelve 
miles immediately beyond Ellicott’s, is also in a 
state of considerable forwardness. It is calculated 
that the masonry and zraduation on this part of the 
line, a few trifling points of rock excepted, will be 
completed by the first of November. The first 
section of the third division will also be finished by 
that time. 

The work done and the difficulties overcome on 
the first division, considering that the general ope- 
rations commenced little more than a year ago, is 
truly a matter of astonishment, and any one who 
personally inspects the route can scarcely realize 
the fact that so much could be done by human 
agency in'so limited a period. The digging at the

Several portions of the 
road (some of them for a considerable distance) are 
through solid rock : Buzzard rock was cut through 
58 feet in a perpendicular line. The 13th section 
is through solid rock, with the exception of one ra- 
vine. 

The bridges on the road are remarkably neat and 
well constructed. The material principally used is 
granite, which is found in considerable quantities 
and of excellent quality along the Patapsco. The 
abutments, side-walls and road-arch of the bridge 
over Gwinn’s Falls are put up, and the work so far 
has excited the warm admiration of all who have 
scen it. Perhaps no bridge in the country can be 
put in competition with it, for durability of construc- 
tion or elegance of architecture. The granite co- 
lumn, supported by a pedestal on each side of the 
abutments, is in excellent taste, and adds much to 
the general appearance of the whole.
